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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on October 
18, 2007 has been entered. 

2 Claims 1-29 and 51 are pending. Claims 3-6, 8-9, 11-12, 14-15, 21-22, 24, 26, 
are withdrawn. Claims 1-2, 7, 10, 13, 16-20, 23, 25, 27-29 and 51 are examined. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3 Claims 1-2, 7, 10, 13, 16, 19-20, 23, 25, 27 and 29 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1 recite the different positions of amino acids but no sequence linked to 
the position of the amino acid which is ambiguous because it is not clear how the term 
"SCN5A" is related structurally. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

4 , Claims 1-2, 7, 10, 13, 16, 19-20, 23, 25, 27 and 29 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Splawski et al. (US 6,342,357). 

Splawski et al. disclose nucleic acid encoding SCN5A sodium channel (SEQ ID 
NO:4) which has an alteration at amino acid 552 of the claimed SEQ ID NO:8 encoded 
by the nucleic acid (columns 4-8; see attached sequence comparison). Splawski et al. 
disclose nucleic acid encoding SCN5A (SEQ ID NO:4) which has 99.5% amino acid 
sequence identity to the claimed SEQ ID NO:8 encoded by the nucleic acid (see 
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sequence comparison attachment). Splawski et al. disclose vectors comprising the 
nucleic acid of above and cells comprising the vectors (columns 9-12). 

Applicants argue that Spalwski et al. do not disclose the identical sequence to 
claimed SEQ ID NO:8. However, only claims 17-18 and 28 include SEQ ID NO:8 in its 
limitations and the rejection towards those claims have been withdrawn. 

Applicants argue that the new claim limitations require the arginine at amino acid 
position 1027 or 1027. However, there are no structure provided for the sequence 
comparison and the limitations drawn to specific position is relative if the comparison 
sequence is not provided. 

5 Claims 1 7-1 8, 28 and 51 are allowed.
